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DAS PFERD, PARSIFAX, VON UND ZU BAD BliRSCHAUM 

a report from the Balkan Massif by Will McCullam 
(originally a press release from 1974HQ) 

■Few can be aware of the sacrifices undergone by the homefront on account of the 
war. Recently we visited the sleepy town of Bad— Biers champ for the traditional Bier- 
fest. The town is renowned for the Panther-Pi-ls Br auerei,. located in the picturesque 
castle which d'ttiiinat.e s the town frcm a hill perched above the River Nichtzurhein. 

Formerly Panther-Pils was gedrunken throughout the area, but wi£h the decline in

However, no doubt because of the naked Loreleis dis- 
played on Panther-Pils' label, it enjoys some sale in Amerika, where it is saic? to 
be drunk in preference to the local orews, although this is harcl to credit. 

In any case, with the carting ©f war, Otto Stammoaum, Jecause of his iron consti- 
tution and presumed bouyancy was shanghaied into the German Navy while visiting Mun- 
ich during the Oktoberfest in 1 901 • He served with distinctly as Engineer zur ' See, 
until a great white shark ate his legs one day in the Baltic r while Otto oathed. Re- 
turning to his native Bad-Bierschaum, Otto confined to a wheelchair, was forced to 
give up his positicmas a taster. It is all very well to joke about someone 1 s having 
a wooden leg, biit Otto's confinement seriously impaired hi-3 : ability to drink twelve 
liters of bier a day. However, Bubo, 1 s WogastisburgT-Schlampenttlttlis^h ingenuity came 
to the rescue. He fitted Otto, r s <ahair with an old keg connected .by a tube to Otto. 
AlsOj the chair was fitted with a tiller and a small mast and- sail. to overcome the 
considerable inertia of Otto's sheer bulk. 

One day, however, a lad employed to empty the keg at periodic intervals, dropped 
it while about to discharge his functions. Well, the keg began to roll at once down 
an incline toward the castle gate leading down into the town, hith a cry of shock, 
Otto hastened to follow the barrel to which he was still fastened*. Already sweating 
profusely, he bounced around trying to get his sails set, and cast-off the lines, as 
it were. The hill begins to get steeper after leaving the castle and so the barrel 
began to roll quite rapidly, but such was Otto's terror, he bade fair to catch up 
with it. Some later saia they would not have thought it possible for Otto to have 
moved swiftly. At any rate Otto was able to free himself'' from the fatal cord, 
just as the barrel took off with a bound down the hill. The barrel fetched up a few 
minutes later in the town fountain, from where it was retrieved by an enterprising 
Bierschaumer. Espying Otto, with all sail set, for all the world like a great gal- 
leon, bearing down on him at something approaching the speed of light, the man imne- 
diately, assuming he had some of Panther-Pils' finest, seized up the keg and made 
off. Meanwhile Otto, who *y this. time had worn the palms off his hand t, trying to di- 
minish the remorseless course of his vessel, was careening through the village. La- 
ter it was said that the dunking. Otto had received in the town fountain accounted for 
it, since after his experience in the Baltic, Otto was afraid of all water. Others 
remarked that at last he had got some of his own back on gravity. But whatever the 
reasom, Otto never returned to the brauerei, and gave up drinking all bier. Still 
others observing that Bubo. had never orewed better bier than that from the keg in the 
fountain.
